Miller calls for change 


in ASB card policies

ASB President Mark Miller 
called for an end to the present 
ASB card policies in a State of 
the Student Address to the 
ASSAC Senate Wednesday. 

“Tl would like to see some 
legislation passed that would do 
away with requiring all! club 
members to be ASB card 
holders,’ Miller stated. 

To accomplish his goal, Miller 
wants the present ASB card 
divided into four different cards. 
One, an activity card, which 
would entitle students to attend 
lectures and movies. Two, an 
athletic card, that will serve as a 
season ticket to all athletic 
events. Third, a two for one 
booklet and discount card, 
including car insurance from 
three companies. 


A fourth card, sold at a 
minimal sum to be used for the 
administration of Student 
Government, would make the 
holder a member of the ASB. 

“This new arrangement, 
believe, could make every 
student a member of ASSAC,” 
the ASB President said. “This 
would entitle everyone to vote, 
hold office; and participate in all 
activities.” . 

Miller hopes the ASSAC 
Senate accepts his proposal and 
the necessary legislation is 
passed. 

And if the Senate.rejects this 
legislation? ‘‘We would be 
conforming to policies of the 
last ten years, which | believe are 
outdated,” Miller replied. “If the 
Senate fails to pass this 
resignation, it would be an 
obstruction to progress at SAC.”

“Impeachment” seems to be on everyone’s mind these days. In 
fact, one of the ASSAC Senators recently threatened to have me 
impeached from my seat as a student Senator, if | didn’t hand in my 
resignation immediately. 

Well, he didn’t know what he was talking about -- just like most 
people don’t know what they are talking about when they use the 
word “‘impeach’’. 

Most people, for example, believe that if President Nixon is 
impeached -- that he will be removed from office. Not necessarily so! 

Impeachment simply means that formal charges will be brought 
against the President (or whoever is. being impeached) and he will be 
put on.trial for an alleged wrong doing. 

Andrew Johnson, for example, was impeached in 1867-68, when 
he was President of the United States. He narrowly escaped’ being 
removed from office -- by only one vote. 

However, that doesn’t change the fact that he was still 
*““impeached”’. 

Here’s how it works. 

The House of Representatives must call for the “impeachment” of 
the President. All that is required is that it pass a motion to this 
effect by a simple majority -- 50% plus one. 

The Supreme Court then assumes the role of being the “judge” 
and the House Judiciary Committee becomes the “‘prosecutor”’. 

The case is brought before the Senate which, in effect, functions 
as the “jury”. 

In order for the President to actually be removed from office -- it 
requires a 2/3 vote in the Senate. 

It might also be noteworthy to mention that the President is not 
required to personally attend the hearing or trial, call it what you 
will. 

In fact, should Nixon be impeached -- he would undoubtedly 
follow Andrew Johnson's footsteps’ and send only his attorneys on 
his behalf. 


The important thing however, is that everyone should understand 


what they are saying when they talk about “impeaching” the 


President -- especially now that it has become a household word. 

Because, whether or not President Nixon is removed from office 
by the Senate -- the very fact that he may be “impeached” can and 
will have a vital impact on his effectiveness in carrying out his 
Presidential duties. . .should it go that far. 

So, regardless of what political stand you take -- you should know 
what you are talking about when you discuss something, that could 
have that kind of impact on our nation’s future!

‘‘It was only then that | began 
to have areal appreciation of my 
father,”’ he said, ‘“and I’ve been 
making an effort to see that -his 
work does get out.” 

These writings include 
clippings from Will Roger’s daily 
column, which appeared on the 
front page of more than 400 
newspapers. 


He used this column to point 
out some of the fallacies and 
shortcomings of the government 
in power at the time. For 
example, during the First World 
War, rumors concerning “secret

blisters from their new. boots to 


~remind them of the hike for 


days to come. 


Only one member was 
temporarily lost because of a 
misplaced trail sign. But he 
(Wrong Trail Ben) was able to 
catch up at the last moment, 
after hiking five miles further 
than we did. 

“Everyone had a good time, 
and are all looking forward to 
the next hike,’’ said Davis. 
“Coming up is a weekend 
backpacking trip in the Sierra’s. 
| may also schedule a desert hike 
later in the semester.” 

Maybe next semester you can 
be one of the 30 enrolled in 
Backpacking, or perhaps by then 
the staff can handle a class of 90 
as Davis hopes. 

It‘ll be worth waiting for 
because you'll rejoice in the 
solitude, refreshment and inner 
peace. And, occasionally grieve 
at the — sight _of nature’s 
handiwork undone by man.
